From  the  Rabbi’s  Desk 

A  story.  Perhaps  you  have  heard  it?  It  goes  like 
this.  A  man  was  trying  to  read  a  serious  book  and 
his  son  kept  interrupting  him.  This  young  boy 
would  lean  against  his  father’s  knees  and  say, 
“Daddy,  I  love  you.”  The  father  would  give  his 
son  a  pat  and  say  rather  absently,  “Yes,  son,  I  love 
you  too!”  and  then  give  his  son  a  little  push  away 
so  that  he  could  continue  reading.  But  this  did  not 
satisfy  the  boy.  Finally,  he  ran  to  his  father  and 
said:  “I  love  you,  Daddy.”  He  jumped  up  on  his 
father’s  lap,  threw  his  arms  around  his  father’s 
neck  and  gave  him  a  big  hug.  The  boy  explained: 
“And,  I  just  have  to  do  something  about  it.” 

How  often  are  we  too  absorbed  in  our  own  work 
to  hear  or  to  experience  the  love  of  another?  How 
often  do  we  lose  out  on  important  loving 
moments  because  we  are  too  busy  to  appreciate 
them  or  to  even  realize  that  they  are  taking  place? 
And  this  applies  to  all  relationships,  doesn’t  it? 
Not  just  the  parent-child  relationship.  But  to  all 
the  relationships  that  fill  our  lives. 

“Shema  Yisrael,”  says  the  central  prayer  in  our 
liturgy.  “Listen  Israel.”  In  its  context,  this  prayer 
speaks  of  listening  to  the  claim  that  God  is  one. 
The  Shema  goes  on  to  speak  about  listening  to 
God  and  about  how  we  do  that.  We  listen  to  God 
by  following  the  mitzvot,  the  commandments. 
But,  we  also  listen  to  God  when  we  listen  to  oth¬ 
ers,  to  others  who  call  out  to  us  in  love.  “Shema 
Yisrael,”  “Listen  Israel,”  “Ve’ahavta.”  “And  you 
should  love.”

posed  extensively  for  the  synagogue  liturgy,  with 
the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  the  main  beneficia¬ 
ry  of  his  extraordinary  musical  gifts  and  talent. 

Neil  began  his  service  with  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  in  1965  under  the  tutelage  of  Cantor 
David  Putterman  who  required  him  to  understand 
every  Hebrew  word,  every  accent,  and  every  pos¬ 
sible  interpretation  of  a  prayer,  and  what  each 
meant,  to  be  able  to  interpret  the  music  appropri¬ 
ately.  After  working  first  with  Cantor  Putterman 
and  since  1976  with  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz,  to 
both  of  whom  he  feels  deeply  indebted  and  grate¬ 
ful  for  their  influences  and  what  he  learned  from 
them,  Neil  feels  that  his  main  purpose  is  to  inter¬ 
pret  the  liturgical  text  so  that  his  musical  rendi¬ 
tions  of  the  prayers  evoke  the  appropriate  emo¬ 
tional  and  spiritual  response.
